If  jcgeneralion  is  progressive,  then  the  “  fiife

And  that  what¬ 
ever  affections  or  desires  spring  up  involuntarily  in  tlia 
mind,  in  yiew  of  various  objects,  they  have  no  moral  qua¬ 
lity,  are  neither  praiseworthy  nor  blameworthy,  until  tho 
will  or  choice  consents  to  them.  lota’s  philosophy  is,  that 
there  are  desires  and  afiections,  of  a  moral  character, 
which  are  imnluntary,  which  precede  acts  of  choice  tfe 
voluntary  purposes,  and  which  control  the  acts  of  the  vrill, 
and  give  them  their  moral  character.  The  preacher  meant 
by  a  new  governing  purpose,  such  a  radical  change  of  thn 
affections  os  to  oonstitute  acontroIUiig  preference  of  whaX 
is  good.  And  this  he  supposes  is  a  voluntary  change,  one 
which  any  sinner  con  make,  and  which  it  is  therefore  his 
duty  to  make  immediately.  Iota  raises  objcctiona  against 
it,  on  the  assumption  that  the  new  governing  purpose  is 
only  a  simple  act  of  determination,  withopt  any  accompa¬ 
nying  change  in  tho  affections.
